He charges lack 
of frankness, rather than actual af- 
firmative deception. Other Republi- 
cans, however, have 
gone further, 


quoting directly the Democratic plat- 
form promises to reduce government 
expenditures by one-fourth, maintain 
a "sound" 
currency, 
and 
enforce 


strictly the anti-trust laws. 


Some even have pointed out it was 


the Socialist platform, not the Demo- 
cratic, which proposed such things as 
a §5,000,000,000 relief appropriation, a 
$5.000.000,000 public works appropria- 
tion, 'and old-age pensions. 


Robinson's Ucply 


A reply to Mr. Hoover's speech was 


issued by the Democratic national 
committee in the form of a statement 
by Senator Robinson, the party's lead- 
er in the senate. 


This statement took exception to the 


former President's figures on expen- 
ditures, disputed his thesis that the 
present industrial upturn dated from 
the supreme court decision holding 
NRA unconstitutional, and concluded:

Business Takes on 350,000 
in September—U. S. Tax 


Income Up 18% 


WASHINGTON.—(#>)—A September 


advance in private industrial employ- 
ment t othe highest level in five years 
was reported Thursday night by Sec- 
retary Perkins. 


She said factory pay rolls kept near- 


ly apace. 


Approximately 350,000 workers re- 


turned to private jobs in September, 
as compared with 
August's 
150,000 


gain. Weekly pay rolls for both man- 
ufacturing and non-manufacturing in- 
dustries advanced more than 512,000,000 
over August. 


"The major portion of this gain of 


over a thidd of a millon workers," 
Miss Perkins said, "was in manufac- 
turing industries and retail trade, ap- 
proximately 150,000 additional workers 
being employed in each 
of these 


fields." 


She also reported 
substantial 
in- 


creases in anthracite and bituminous 
coal mining, building construction and 
the wholesale trade. 


The increase of 2.2 per cent in fac- 


tory employment brought the depart- 
ment's preliminary September index 
to S3.G, the highest 
recorded 
since 


November, 1930. The increase of 3.6 
per cent in factory pay rolls raised the 
month's index to 72.1, the highest since 
May, 1931. 


Miss Perkins emphasized that while 


September gains are not unusual, they 
were recorded last month in the face 
of a sharp decline in employment in 
the automobile industry, where intro- 
duction of new models resulted in a 
cut in the number of workers. Eighteen 
other industries, including beverages, 
can sugar refining, cement, and loco- 
motives, also showed employment de- 
clines. 


Secretary-Morgcnthau said that gov- 


ernment income was running well 
ahead of budgetary estimates for the 
first three months of the present fis- 
cal year. 


All revenues, including the disputed 


processing tax, he said, had been esti- 
mated to produce ?933,000,000 during 
the first quarter, ending with Septem- 
ber. The return amounted to $998.000.- 
000—an increase of 565,000,000. 


Approximately 581,000,000 of process- 


ing taxes was impounded by the courts 
pending determination of the consti- 
tutionality of the processing tax law.

IVE any coach a good, big pair of tackles 
and he can build a football team. 
The tacklo is u shock-absorber on defense 


and an iiTcsistible force on offense. He must 
be able to cover ground in a hurry, hit a ball car- 
riei with nerve-shocking force, and knife 
through an opposing wall. 


The tackle's stance on offense is with'the 


legs coiled under and fairly well apart, }lje,tof ^ 
of the inside foot being on a line with the'others 
heel. Head is back and tail low. On defense, he x; 
squaU. down fairly low, with the inside leg 
Slightly advanced. 


On straight-ahead plays, the tackle charges 


powerfully: on quick-opening plays hejiises-the 
ziz-zag step. Agauist a normal offense he^should 
pla.v on the outside shou'rder of the end. '^
